Genealogy 


Calvin L. Hubbard (1817-1880) born in New York. In New Haven he was was a steam heading supt. In 
1841 he married Maria/Martha M. Kellogg (1820-1894). They had children William & Catherine. She 
bought the property from Royal & Henry Robbins in 1885. She left the house to her granddaughter (or 
daughter?) Catherine Hubbard. They are buried in Blue Hills Cemetery, 
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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Maria M. Hubbard House has a three-bay facade. The entry, in the 
right bay, is protected by a pedimented hood with a stickwork tympanum, 
resting on chamfered bracing. Windows have wide molded surrounds and 
are generally fitted with 2-over-2 sash; the smaller, paired attic 
lights have arched surrounds and are fitted with l-over-1l sash. The 
front gable has simple chamfered bracing and a vergeboard with elon- 
gated quatrefoil cut-outs. On the left elevation asnall shallow- 
roofed one-story porch meets a central gabled ell. The porch has 
turned posts and jigsawn post brackets and a new rail and steps. On 
the right is a one-and-one-half-story semi-hexagonal ell with a hipped 
roof and applied boards at corners and story borders. 
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19 HISTORICAL OR ARCHITECTURAL IMPORTANCE 


The Maria M. Hubbard House is significant as a good example of a small 
Victorian Vernacular house, and is substantially unaltered despite 

the modern asphalt siding. The modest but attractive assortment of 
ornamental woodwork includes the stickwork entry shelter, chamfered 
gable bracing, and the vergeboard with its quatrefoil cut-outs. 
Decorative woodwork, a hallmark of the Victorian Vernacular style, was 
made affordable by 19th-centry advances in wood-forming technology. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


The Maria M. Hubbard House was built, probably in the mid-1880s, on 
land sold by Royal and Henry Robbins, land developers who owned a 
large parcel in this area of Kensington, Little could be discovered 
about Maria Ilubbard, except that she died in 1895 and left the 

house to her granddaughter, Catherine Hubbard.
